Arts and Science students may talk 
of their chapels as distinct religious 
efforts, but the Medical school, lack- 
ing these, is unique in possessing a 
type of religious effort which is 
adapted especially to its course of 
study.

Several students of the first and 
second year classes have formed a 
nameless society, the object of which 
is to study the practice of medicine 
in mission fields. To this end they 
have adopted as their text Medical 
Practices in Africa and the East, a 
book of letters of the men they plan 
to study. These letters deal with the 
problems of the medical man in the 
countries in which they are located. 

In all, some ten or nfteen students 
have joined this movement. It is 
both informal in character, no defin- 
ite organization being attempted as 
yet, and stric^ non-^enominational. 
Dr. Maurice E. Miller, formerly a 
professor of Ophthalmalogy at 
Georgetown, has been obtained ,^o ad- 
dress their meetings and talk from 
the text that has been selected.
